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DETAILED ACTION 



Priority 



1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicants' 
Prior Art Figs. 3 and 4 in view of Korpman. 

Applicants' Prior Art Figures disclose a display apparatus having a display panel 1, a 
chassis 3, and a plurality of double-faced adhesive tapes 5. However, it must be assumed that the 
adhesive does not have an adhesive strength that is smaller than a peel force produced by a strain 
in its width direction which is caused by a tension in its longitudinal direction. Korpman. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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discloses that it was known in the art to provide a releasable adhesive tape having a high- 
elasticity base material, and in which a tension in its longitudinal direction causes a contraction 
(strain) in its width direction, thereby overcoming the adhesive strength. (Note that Korpman 
contemplates the use of double-sided adhesive tapes. See column 4, lines 43-55). It would have 
been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide 
replace the adhesive tape disclosed by Applicants' Prior Art Figures with a releasable adhesive 
tape, as taught by Korpman, in order to facilitate disassembly of the display apparatus without 
causing damage thereto. 

Regarding claim 2, it is not clear how strong the adhesive disclosed by Korpman is, as 
measured in Newtons per square centimeter. However, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the adhesive less than 60 
N/cm 2 , since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the 
prior art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Aller, 105 USPQ 233. 

Regarding claim 3, see column 1, lines 35-40. 
5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's Prior 
Art in view of Korpman, as applied to claim 1, and further in view of Kreckel et al. 

Applicant's Prior Art does not show the adhesive tape protruding outwardly beyond the 
ends of the display panel. Kreckel et al. teaches that it was known in the art to have a stretchable 
adhesive extend beyond the end of the object being fastened, in order to be able to grasp the 
adhesive and remove it (see, e.g., Fig, 9). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to make the adhesive disclosed by Applicants' 
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Prior Art, as modified by Korpman, extend beyond the ends of the display panel, as taught by 
Keckel et al, in order to be able to grasp the adhesive and remove it. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
